DETROIT (AP) ~ Th« pmi- 


dent of the united Auto Workers 
takes his union's new contract 
demands today to the Chrysler 
Corp.— designated along with 
General Motors as a strike tar* 
get— after announcing Ford Mo- 
tor Co. is free of a walkout 
threat this year. 


President Leonard Woodcock 


said Wednesday the union will 
strike either GM or Chrysler— 
possibly both— unless a contract 
settlement is reached before 
current three-year pacts expire 
at midnight Sept. 14. 


A strike at GM would give 


Ford a great marketing edge 
with its subcompact Pinto which 
goes on sale Sept. 11. The Chev- 
rolet Vega goes on sale the day 
before, but a strike would quick- 
ly dry up the supply of some 
25,000 GM subcompacts, per- 
haps within a day or two. 


Woodcock said at a news 


conference one reason Ford- 
object of the last UAW strike in 
1967— was excluded as a target 
was so that at least one Ameri- 
can automaker would be build- 
ing subcompacts in numbers to 
meet the challenge of imported 
cars. Chrysler does not present- 
ly produce a subcompact. 


Woodcock said he would tell 


top Chrysler negotiators today 
that their contract offer— which 
included a wage hike the com- 
pany claimed totaled 13.5 per 
cent over three years— was a 
virtual insult. Similar offers 
were made by GM and Ford. 


"We don't give a damn if we 


run through the strike fund," 
Woodcock told cheering repre- 
sentatives of Chrysler's rank 
and file. "We can strike without 
money as we did in the past." 


If General Motors is struck, 


the union's strike fund of $120 
million would be exhausted in 
about seven weeks. For a strike 
at Chrysler, the fund could last 
some 30 weeks. Current strike 
benefits are $30 to $40 a week 
depending on family size. 


Some industry observers saw 


the union maneuvering as a 
pressure tactic aimed primarily 
at Chrysler, which has been op- 
erating in the black for the last 
five months after two losing 
quarters. 


GM has not been closed by a 


nationwide strike since 1946. 


Woodcock explained that GM 


was a target this time because 
it was "the chief architect" of 
the proposals made to the union 
Tuesday.

HoffaMay 
Be Squeezed 
Out by Union 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Early 


maneuverings for the Team- 
sters convention next year indi- 
cate the union's 
imprisoned 


president, James R. Hoffa, may 
finally be squeezed out. 


Acting Teamsters President 


Frank E. Fitzsimmons, Hoffa's 
hand-picked stand-in, is letting 
it be known that he will run for 
the $100,000-a-year presidency of 
the 2 million member union— 
the world's largest—if Hoffa is 
"unavailable." 


Hoffa is not likely to be avail- 


able. He is serving an eight- 
year sentence for jury tamper- 
ing in the federal penitentiary 
at I/ewisburg, Pa., still appeal- 
ing a five-year mail fraud con- 
viction, and already has been 
turned down once for parole. 


The betting in the union is 


that Hoffa will have a slim 
chance of succeeding when he 
comes up for parole again in 
March, probably his last chance 
to win freedom 
before 
the 


Teamsters presidential election 
at their convention in Miami 
Beach next July. 


Two of the most powerful of 


the union's 12 vice presidents 
have already pledged 'Fitzsim- 
mons their support for him tc 
run for president in his own 
right, inside sources said. The 
two are Einar Mohn, who heads 
the union's West Coast division, 
and Murray W. (Dusty) Miller, 
head of the Teamsters Southern 
Conference. 


Some sources speculate that 


Hoffa could win reelection even 
if he is still in prison, but Mohn 
and Miller are reliably reported 
to be opposed to letting him run. 


A source close to Fitzsimmons 


said either Hoffa or Fitzsim- 
mons could easily win election, 
but the decision on who the can- 
didate will be is most likely to 
be made among the powerful 
vice presidents on the union's 
ruling Executive Board. 


A move to nominate a still 


jailed Hoffa is likely to split the 
board and turn the election into 
a wide-open fight, a prospect 
that Teamsters leaders are like- 
ly to want to avoid.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A na- 


tionwide 
search 
has 
been 


launched for four young men 
charged in the bombing of the 
Army Mathematics Research 
Center at Madison, Wis. One 
man died and three were in- 
jured in the blast. 


One of the four charged in the 


Aug. 24 bombing was linked by 
the FBI to Students for a Demo- 
cratic Society. Three had at- 
tended the University of Wiscon- 
sin where the research center 
was located. The fourth was 
identified as a high school drop- 
out. 


The FBI said fugitive war- 


rants and charges of sabotage, 
destruction of government pro- 
perty and conspiracy have been 
filed against Karleton Lewis 
Armstrong, 22; his brother, 
Dwight Alan Armstrong, 19; Da- 
vid Sylvan Fine, 18, and Leo 
Frederick Burt, 22. 


An FBI agent investigating 


the blast filed an 
affidavit 


Wednesday in Madison, saying 
the Armstrong brothers had told 
a friend they had a large cache 


of explosives and planned a se- 
ries of bombings. 


In the affidavit, agent George 


P. Baxtrum Jr. said the Arm- 
strongs told the friend they 
were responsible for the Jan. 1 
bombing of the Badger Army 
Ammunitions Plant, Authorities 
said an undetonated bonb was 
found on the grounds of the 
ammo plant. 


Karleton Armstrong rented a 


trailer and bought 100 gallons of 
gasoline Aug. 16, the agent quot- 
ed a Madison service station 
employe as saying. According to 
the document, another man re- 
ported the elder brother pur- 
chased 1,700 pounds of nitrogen 
fertilizer three days later. 


The fertilizer and gasoline 


could be combined to make an 
explosive device. 


Baxtrum said the four men 


charged were stopped by police 
shortly after the research cen- 
ter was bombed, but were al- 
lowed to pass. A friend of the 
four received a letter post- 
marked Aug. 28 in which they 
aaid they were in New York 
City en route to Canada. 


The FBI said the university's 


Sterling Hall, in which the gov- 
ernment research center was lo- 
cated, "for several years has 
been the target for demonstra- 
tion activity by radical groups 
led by the Students for a Demo- 
cratic Society which protested it 


Agnew Praised 
01 0 frill 
Peacemaker

PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) - 


Members of the American Le- 
gion, praised by Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew as the nation's 
true peace-makers, end their 
national convention today. 


Legionnaires hear a speech by 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D- 
Wash., present Fourth Estate 
awards and elect officers in con- 
cluding their 52nd national con- 
clave. 


The Fourth Estate awards go 


to James G. Stahlman, presi- 
dent and publisher of the Nash- 
ville Banner, and Jenkln Lloyd 
Jones, editor and publisher of 
the Tulsa Tribune. 


Agnew, who returned this 


week from a tour of five Asian 
nations, flew into Portland from 


Thursday, September 3, 1970 


as a link of the University of 
Wisconsin with the federal gov- 
ernment. 


The FBI identified Fine as a 


former staff member of the 
"Heterodoxical 
Voice," pub- 


lished by SDS at the University 
of Delaware. 


San Clemente, Calif., Wednes- 
day, stayed an hour to address 
the legion, then left for Austin, 
Tex., where he reported on 
Southeast Asia to former Presi- 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson. He 
continued on to Washington, 
D.C. 


"The spirit the legion repre- 


sents is what has kept America 
strong—and what has kept the 
peace," Agnew said. 


"The real peace lobby today 


is composed of those who main- 
tain the peace, not those who 
disturb it." 


As he spoke in Memorial Coli- 


seum, about 300 persons organ- 
ized by the People's Army Jam- 
boree marched outside, car- 
rying signs that demanded an 
end to the war in Southeast Asia 
and to racism in the United 
States. 


The jamboree was organized 


to protest the presence in Port- 
land of the legion and for five 
days staged seminars and pa- 
rades. 


In his talk to the legionnaires, 


Agnew said: 


"We have a First Amendment 


that guarantees the right of free 
speech and free assembly—but 
smashing windows, burning of- 
fices, assaulting people in the 
streets, are not acts of speech 


Good government, like good business, de- 
mands good judgment. A cool head under 
pressure can prevent serious problems, The 
majority of the people in Arkansas are tired 
of the old guard's divisive tactics, pitting 
friend against friend and neighbor against 
neighbor.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Vince 


Lombard!, Washington Redskins 
coach and onetime ruler of a 
football dynasty with the Green 
Bay Packers, died today of 
cancer. Me was 57. 


A spokesman at Georgetown 


University Hospital said Lom- 
bard! succumbed at 7:12 am 
EOT, his wife, Marie, at his 
side. 


Also with him was his son, 


Vincent Jr. of St. Paul, Minn. 


Lombards, the only man In the 


history of the National Football 
League playoffs to win the three 
straight championships, had un- 
dergone two operations within a 
month in his battle with the dis- 
ease. 


Mrs. Lombard! had confirmed 


Wednesday the gravity of the 
ailment. She said the cancer 
was "extraordinarily virulent." 


. 
His name became legendary 


• for the feats he accomplished at 


Green Bay, a small city in Wis- 
consin.

His motto: "Winning Isn't a 


: big thing. It's the only thing." 
;, 
"He had a covenant with 


, greatness, more than any man I 
. have ever known," said Red- 
. skins President Edward Bennett 


Williams in a statement. "He 
was committed to excellence in 
everything he attempted. Be- 
cause he was so committed, he 
was able to lead other men to 
commit and discipline them- 
selves to reach heights of which 
they had never dreamed. 


"Our country has lost one of 


its great men. The world of 
sport has lost its first citizen. 
The Washington Redskins have 
lost their leader. I personally 
have lost a beloved friend." 


Bill Austin, interim Redskins 


coach, added in a statement: 


"Words are inadequate to ex- 


' press my deep sorrow and re- 
gret at the passing of Coach 
Vince Lombardi, a great leader 
and a greater man." 


The New York native arrived 


in Green Bay in 1959, one year 
after the Packers posted its 
worst record, 1-10-1. He forged a 
7-5 season his first year, won 
the divisional championship in 
1960, and then proceeded to cap- 
ture NFL titles in 1961, 1962, 
1965,1966 and 1967. 


His Packers won the first two 


Super Bowls which pitted the 
NFL against the AFL. 


• Lombardi retired from coach- 
ing in 1968 to serve as general 
manager of the Packers but he 
was later to describe the one 
.year off the field as the most 
miserable of his life. 


He came to the Washington 


Redskins in February 1969 as 
head coach, general manager, 
executive vice president and 
part owner—the latter post, he 
said, one of the prime reasons 
for switching from Green Bay. 


In his initial season, he posted 


a 7-5-2 record to give the Red- 
skins their first winning seaon 
in 14 years. 


His 10-year coaching record 


was 96 victories, 34 losses and 6 
•ties. Only Los Angeles Rams 
coach George Allen, with a 
•record of 40-13-3, had a better 
winning percentage — .755 to 
.738.

HEMSTEAD, N.Y. (AP) - 


When it came to strengthening 
his forces for the 1970 season, 
Coach Weeb Ewbank of the New 
York Jets attacked his second- 
ary first, which is exactly what 
everyone else did last year. 


"The key to winning any 


championship is defense," said 
Ewbank, "and we were in trou- 
ble last year, especially in our 
deep 
secondary. 
But we're 


much better this year." 


That's Ewbank's opinion—and 


it's based on the development 
during the exhibition season of 
two rookies—No. 1 choice Steve 
Tannen, and Earlie Thomas, an 
llth-round draft choice from 
Colorado State who has been a 
major, and pleasant, surprise. 


Tannen, a 6-foot-l, 195-pound 


product of the University of 
Florida, was expected to fill one 
defensive backfield post, but 
Thomas has progressed so rap- 
idly that he likely will join the 
deep four. 


Thomas is expected to take 


over at one cornerback spot 
with either holdover John Dock- 
ery or Tannen at the other. 
Much depends on the condition 
of veteran safety Jim Hudson, 
out last year with a leg injury. 


If Hudson can't make it back, 


Tannen likely would play safe- 
ty; otherwise Dockery is in a 
battle for his corner spot. The 
other safety post will go to W. 
K. Hicks, acquired from Hous- 
ton in an off-season trade. 


While the Jets feel they have 


strengthened

backfield, they have been weak- 
ened up front by the loss at 
least until November of defen- 
sive end Gerry Philbin, who has 
a separated shoulder.

BATON ROUGE, La. (AP) - 


Louisiana State had one of the 
nation's best football teams last 
year but lacked the superstar 
that could have made LSU more 
glamorous. 


Coach 
Charlie 
McClendon 


hopes to rectify that situation 
this year with a speedy halfback 
who has a vicious running style 
that may make LSU followers 
forget 
other 
great 
running 


backs in the school's history- 
Tommy Casanova. 


He played a major role as a 


sophomore in helping the Tigers 
to a 9-1 record last year but it 
was primarily a defensive role. 


McClendon switched the tough 


190-pounder to offense this year. 
Some LSU fans claimed the 
move was more to help Casano- 
va than the team. 


"What's good for Casanova is 


good for LSU," countered Mc- 
Clendon. "I think the move will 
be good for the boy and good for 
the team." 


McClendon acknowledged that 


a defensive back—no matter 
how good—just can't ring the 
publicity bell like an offensive 
backfield star. 


And publicity for an individ- 


ual star can't hurt a team, es- 
pecially if that team prefers a 
bowl invitation to sitting home 
and watching lesser teams get 
the post season goodies as LSU 
did last year. 


McClendon's 1969 team proba- 


bly was his best in eight years 
at LSU. The 1970 version could 
be as good and still not equal 
last year's record. 


The first half of the schedule 


is so so, but LSU catches Au- 
burn, Alabama, Notre Dame 
and Mississippi in the second 
half, along with Tulane, which 
shows signs of becoming a for- 
midable independent power this 
year. 


McClendon says the key to 


whether the 1970 Tigers can pro- 
duce another winner is the of- 
fensive line. LSU scored touch- 
down 36 of the 3fl times they got 
inside the 10-yard line last year, 
proof that the line knew how to 
block. 


There's a lettennan back at 


each position across the line. 
"We have some kids who have 
played, but can they produce?" 
is the question bothering Mc- 
Clendon. 


The top prospects are guard 


Mike Demarie, a junior guard, 
and Mike Wright, a 6-foot-4, 
225-pound senior tackle who 
could put on a few more pounds 
and. be the bulwark of the inte- 
rior offensive line. 


Other front runners are 260 


pound tackle Glenn Alexander, 
center Jack Jaubert and tight 
end Randy Tomes. 


Linebacker 
Mike Anderson 


and tackle John Sage—with help 
from Cassanova at cornerback 
in key situations—should lead a 
Tiger defense that again will be 
among the best in the nation. 


The LSU offense was among 


the most productive 
in the 


Southeastern Conference 
last 


year but it was due more to 
brute strength than finesse. 


That strength won't be there 


this year due to the departure of 
fullback Eddie Ray. "We've got 
to add to our offense," says 
McClendon. "That's the prob- 
lem with offense—it's all good 
and you've got to have as much 
as you can and still execute it 
well." 


The man who will direct that 


offense is senior quarterback 
Buddy Lee. But he may be 
pressed hard by Bert Jones, a 
sophomore with a rifle arm and 
inbred football savvy. 


Jones, son of former Tulane 


halfback and Cleveland Browns 
ace receiver Dub Jones, is re- 
garded as the quarterback of 
the future at LSU. Whether the 
LSU offense can become spec- 
tacular this year probably de- 
pends largely on how soon Jones 
arrives. 


Casanova will be one of the 


nation's most exciting runners. 
Fullback Allen Snorey, at 5- 
foot-9 and 180 pounds, isn't 
going to overpower defenders. 
But McClendon says he can ex- 
ecute the influence block that is 
all Casanova will need.

at contract bridge old man Z 
who used to play all the 
d u m m i e s in the auction 
bridge columns had learned 
something about c o n t r a c t 
bidding. Not much but he 
at least had found the Black- 
wood convention. He had 
also won two straight dupli- 
cates by brilliant dummy 
play and the boys decided to 
run in a trick hand on him. 


Z had learned about Black-

Johnson Is 
Pleased on 
Vietnam Plan

WASHINGTON (AP) - For- 


mer President Lyndon B. John- 
son has been briefed on the situ- 
ation in Southeast Asia by Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew, and a 
vice presidential spokesman in- 
dicated Johnson was pleased 
with what he heard. 


Agnew spent nearly three 


hours with the former president 
at the LBJ Ranch near Johnson 
City, Tex., Wednesday evening 
before flying to Washington to 
end a 27,000-mile, five nation 
Asian journey. 


Earlier in the day, Agnew ad- 


dressed the American Legion 
convention in Portland, Ore. 


"The 
President 
(Johnson) 


didn't indicate he was unhappy 
about anything," an Agnew 
spokesman said on the flight 
back to Washington. Newsmen 
were not permitted to cover the 
session at the LBJ Ranch. 


Agnew, meanwhile, was quot- 


ed as saying "the experience 
accumulated by presidents of 
the United States is a precious 
commodity." He was expected 
to convey Johnson's reaction on 
the briefing to President Nixon. 


The vice president plans to go 


Ocean City, Md., later today for 
a weekend rest before launching 
political 
campaigning 
next 


Thursday in Casper, Wyo. 


Johnson, reportedly looking 


tanned and relaxed, greeted Ag- 
new and other members of the 
vice president's party on arrival 
at the ranch airstrip after a 
flight 
from 
Bergstrom AFB 


near Austin. 


After a 10 minute talk inside 


the main ranch house, Johnson 
and Agnew spent more than an 
hour driving about the ranch 
and discussing the impressions 
gathered by Agnew in South Ko- 
rea, Nationalist China, Vietnam, 
Cambodia and Thailand. 


Later, the two chatted with 


other members of the vice pres- 
idential party. Agnew's spokes- 
man said the former president 
described the session as pleas- 
ant and cordial and Agnew 
agreed. 


The visit to the ranch was de- 


layed by Agnew's trip to Port- 
land, Ore., an assignment Nixon 
handed him only late Tuesday 
when the President 
decided 


against going himself. No an- 
nouncement of the Portland vis- 
it was made until minutes be- 
fore Agnew took off Wednesday 
morning from El Toro Marine 
Air Station, California. 


He called for "mutual respect 


and mutual forbearance" as the 
cornerstone of a civilized socie- 
ty, and said "the real advocates 
of peace" are those who seek 
accommodation 
rather 
than 


confrontation.

He should put the plain envelope 
inside the envelope addressed to 
the County ASCS Office and seal 
that envelope. 


"Then he should sign and date 


that outer envelope on the back. 
This is very important because 
his ballot cannot be counted 
unless he has signed and dated 
that outer envelope. 


"This dual envelope system is 


for the voters' protection," the 
Chairman explained. "The plain 
envelope guarantees a secret 
ballot. The outer envelope in- 
sures that only eligible voters 
vote. Before the votes are 
counted, the plain envelopes are 
removed from the outer en- 
velopes and shuffled to make it

She was led into court Wednes- 
day sobbing and clutching her 
side. 


At midmorning she arose, 


breaking into testimony, and 
cried: "Get me out of here! I'm 
hurting bad!" 


With tears streaming down 


her face, she told the judge: 
"your honor, if you don't get 
me out of this courtroom I'll 
start screaming ... I can't take 
it any longer." She was naif- 
carried from court by two ma- 
trons.

Two Missions

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


decision to eliminate two Apollo 
moon missions confronted the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration with a series of 
readjustments today. Four lu- 
nar flights remain. 


First, NASA will mothball a 


couple of giant Saturn 5 moon 
rockets. 


These launch vehicles, costing 


$185 million each, will become a 
part of "a national resource of 
heavy lift rocket capability," 
NASA administrator Thomas 0. 
Paine told a news conference 
Wednesday. 


Secondly, some mighty disap- 


pointed 
astronauts—including 


six who would have taken a 
moon flight on the Apollo IS and 
19 missions, now cancelled for 
budgetary reason—will have to 
be reassigned. 


"The astronauts have been 


very unhappy, along with the 
scientific community, about the 
reductions in flights over the 
past several years," said Dale 
Myers, associate administrator 
for manned space flight.

feller with some financial help 
from Faubus backer Jess Odom 
of Uttle Rock. Mrs. Mann is 
employed by Hampton and, like 
the Parkhursts, worked in 
Hampton's campaign. 


Hampton said the car was ob- 


served about 4:30 p.m. 


Parkhurst and his 
wife, 


Dana, said the time was about 
5 p.m. or later. Mrs. Mann 
picked 6 p.m. to 6:30 p.m.

Gen. Joe Purcell endorsed Dale 
Bumpers today in Bumper*' 
runoff campaign against former 
Gov.

ers, but declined to discuss with 
newsmen in any further detail 
his endorsement of the Charles- 
ton lawyer. 


Purcell finished third in the

Bumpers edged Purcell 
by more than 4,300 votes for the 
No. 2 position opposite Faubus 
on Tuesday's runoff ballot. 


Purcell said in his statement 


that he felt a great sense of 
responsibility to continue to
